The leg- 
islature can go on pyramiding taxes on 
top of the jerrybuilt Idaho tax structure 
and property ow ners can watch their 
taxes go skyrocketing. OrTdahuans could' 
sit idly by while the legislature passes a 
sales tax that would grant virtual exemp- 
tion to one" group orcifizens. The sensible 
way, granting that Idahoans finally rec- 
ognize the need, is a complete overhaul 
of the tax structure along with approval 
of a general, across-the-board sales tax. 
The latter course is the goal of Idaho 
Citizens for Tax Reform. 

Naturally, anything that will mean an 
Increase in taxes is going to gather some 
opposition, "something" that hasr become 
increasingly apparent in various levy 
elections around the state in the past 
few months. But Idaho desperately needs 
more tax money, funds that are going to 
come from one of the three changes out- 
lined above. If there's any doubt, one 
needs only glance at restrictions placed 
on state expenditures because visible 
funds just won't cover the budget. 

Even in vjcwof present curtailment of 
Idaho expenditures, Gov. Robert E. Smy- 
lie doesn't think Idaho will have a sales 
tax when, the next session of the legisla- 
ture ha s fin ishodrHe told»«tudents from 
Kuna the other day that Idaho would 
have a sales tax eventually, but not as 
early as the 1965 session of the legisla- 
ture. The next day, Governor Smylie ex- 
plained he baaed his belief on "political 
crosscurrents," predicting that many 
members of the Idaho legislature in 1965 
will be eyeing the governor's office. Gov- 
ernor Smylie's reasoning is that the po- 
litical hopefuls won't want to share the 
blame for a salcs'tax if they plan to run 
for governor in 1966. .: 

The reasoning undoubtedly recognizes 
the political facts oTHifei Yet no one 
should be better aware than Governor 
.mvlie of Idaho's need for more revenue 
If his thinking is correct, Idaho taxpay- 
ers can look forward only to heavy in- 
creases in present taxes, notably the 
property tax. 

ReaJ property taxes in Idaho are not 
high, as any taxpayer knows after com- 
paring notes with friends in other states, 
California, for instance. Owners of sim- 
ilar homes in California pay two and 
three times more property taxes than 
levied in Idaho. Of course, California 
ranks second in the nation for its .state 
and local taxes, a position it has held for 
years. Even so, California's percentage 
increase in the lust 10 years has been 
more than 50 per cent. The message is 
obvious: If the people of a state' want 
growth, they must be prepared to pay 
for it.

' When President Johnson compares the 15 bil- 
lion dollar college-aid bill, Just passed by con- 
gress, to the land-grant coUege act of 100 years 
ago; fro overlook-ran important distinction. - 

Tho Institutions which received land-grant aid 
were all of nonsectarlan nature set up and con- 
trolled by the respective states. The bill Just sent 
to the White House after senate approval au- 
thorizes 835 million dollars In grants and 360 mil- 
lion dollars in loans to any of the 2.100 colleges 
or universities In the country, or to new ones, 
Including many owned by religious denominations. 

Laudable as Is- the construction of buildings 
for educational purposes, many persons believe 
-this-kind of- distribution -of funds -would breach 
the Reparation of church and state commanded 
by tho first amendment to the United States 
Constitution. 

Whether their exception Is well taken Is a com- 
plicated legal question.. Nevertheless it Is a ques.-. 
tlon o( deep Importance to the notion, and there 
should lie ways of .having it answered by the 
supremo court before public funds are disbursed 
under the law. 

Theoretically It might be assumed that any 
federal taxpayer could contest the matter, but 
under one precedent Uiere Is doubt whethor one 
or even a group of taxpayers could show suffi- 
cient Injury to obtain "standing in court" to raise 
a test case on the point of constitutionality. 

Under these circumstances it seems only fair, 
and .highly desirable-,- tha!t congress should enact 
a bill introduced by Rop. Edith Green of Oregon 
expicllly to permit Judicial review of payments 
nsTonly under this college aid bill but under 
the HilNBurton hospital construction act and the 
national defense education act already on the 
books. Response to this proposal may all taTllkely 
be lukewarm but tho issue deserves to be pressed 
with diligence.— Christian Science Monitor.

lation. 

But the boom In stock owner- 
ship In recent yenrs has been 
even more notable In Japan than 
In the United States.

According to the spokesmen, 
about 55 government troops were 
killed, 111 wounded and 37 were 
missing and possibly captured by 
the Viet Cong. 

In addition, loo weapons were 
lost by government forces In the 
dozen o'r more small clashes. with 
the Viet Cong guerrillas. 

Viet Cong losses in the actions 
woro reported at 15 killed, and 
one captured; the government 
forces reported seizing some nine 
weapons from the Viet Cong.

Heart Attack 
Therapy 
IsDeveloped 

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 23 IUPD — 
Presbyterian University hospi- 
tal doctors have developed a 
technique which may some day 
make it possible to save a heart 
attack victim's life. 

The technique Is a combina- 
tion of mouth-to-mouth resus- 
citation and external cardiac 
compression. 

Doctors say only 10 per cent 
of attempts to save heart at- 
tack victims by this method 
outside the operating room have 
been successful but they feel 
once the .technique becomes 
bteer known the percentage 
will rise. 

.Mouth-to-mouth resuscitation 
keeps fresh oxygen going Into 
Ihe body and into the blood 

stream 

Circulation Is continued by .ex- 
ternal cardiac compression. This 
Is the fairly new technique, con- 
sisting of squeezing the heart 
between the spine and the 
breastbone to keep It pumping 
blood. 

Specialists note In n consid- 
erable number of hcaft attacks 
the heart and body have suf- 
fered no damage, only a minor 
Interruption — sometimes refer- 
red to as an electrical failure 
—has stopped the action of the 
heart. 

If the heart can be restarted, 
tho patient can be saved. This Is 
where the new technique comes 
Into play. The method Is di- 
vided Into three phases. 

The first Includes mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation. Stops two

It was In this area of the 
former British colonial India 
that the fires of independence 
burned - brightly.— The— sceno- of 
many riots and uprisings, 
well as frequent assassinations 
of British olficlals, what was 
then known as East Bengal 
proved a constant thorn In the 
British side. 

Still standing today In Dacca, 
now the provincial capital, are 
monuments commemorating the 
Hanging or mor er than' ar thotis- 
and persons by the British to 
put down a rebellion in the late 
19th century. 

The people of East Pakistan 
are still actlvo politically. Dem- 
onstrations and protests still oc- 
cur and demands for more civil 
liberties are constantly heard. 
Students at Dacca university 
took out so many demonstrations 
on political matters during 1962 
that It Is estimated they spent 
only 60 days in classrooms out 
of the entire school year. 

Like all developing nations, 
tho problems of Pakistan are 
definitely not over. The more 
Immediate grave problems fac- 
ing them Include checking the 
staggering population boom — 
which If not halted will wipe 
out all benefits from foreign 
aid. including the nearly three

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (WO 
7W working man today enjoy 
22 years more leisure than hjg, 
grandfather did. He has a longer 
life span, a ahorter work week 
- and more vacation time. 

Automation offers him even 
more leisure because the shorien- 
ing of the work week has been 
relentless and inevitable. In 1800 
the work week was 84 hours, In 
1909 it was 52 hours and today 
it Is slightly under 40 hours. La- 
bor unions are pressing now for 
n 35-hour week, Joseph Prender- 
gast of the National Recreation 
association has predicted that 
within a century the work week 
will consist of seven hours. 

On the sifrface it would appear 
we »ro on the march toward an 
Industrial Utopia. But-many psy- 
chiatrists are coming around to 
the opinion we are headed for 
disaster unless Americans can be 
shaken out of 'tbelr mental and 
emotional patterns. 

"This civilization is pot going 
to depend on what we do while 
we work button what we do in 
our time off," Herbert Hoover 
said many years ago. Subsequent 
events give him top grade for 
prophecy. 

The fact seems to be that mil 
lions of Americana don't want 
more leisure time and aro bored 
when It. Is lorced upon them. The 
flics of psychiatrists aro crammed 
with thousands ot cases' of execu- 
tives compelled to retire at 05. 
In about six months It dawns on 
these men that fishing and golf 
ore not so attractive as they 
looked from the office window.

tomation— the boys who drop out 
of school.

Snow Clearance 
Advice Is Given 

OHTCAOO, 111., Dec. 23 (DT0- 
Most persons start to remove 
snow and Ice around the home 
after the etorm. But experts at 
the Salt Institute here say the 
easiest and by for the most 
effective way to clear stops, 
sidewalks and driveway is to 
start when the first snowflakes 
touch the ground. 

As soon as snow storts falling, 
spread about a quarter of a 
pound of salt over each square 
yard of pavement.

MOSCOW, Dec. 23 (UT0— Ca- 
nine figures ore hard to come 
by ln Russia but it doesn't take 
a statistical expert to notice that 
the Soviet dog population and 
variety of breeds are far below 
that of America, 

By law, such few dogs as 
thero are must always be kept 
on leashes. 

Reasons for the low dog pop- 
ulation are several. Many Rus- 
sians take a utilitarian attitude 
toward man's best friend, look- 
ing upon him as mainly a hunt- 
er or watchdog. 

This attitude ls ch arrgr-l n-g-l 
slightly. Whereas In past years 
dog shows were held only for 
hunting and watchdogs now 
there are entries for '"decora- 
tlvny" (decorative) types.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23 HOT — 
Medical science Is having a new- 
er ne» look at German measles 
and It doesn't at all like the 
newest new things It Is seeing. 

The first look was 22 years ago, 
when this virus disease was con- 
sidered utterly harmless. That 
now look revealed it could have 
disastrous etlects on the babies 
of women who had It during the 
lirst stages of pregnancy. 

With this exception Carman 
measles still was considered a 
harmless .disease although .In 
very rare (fistancra It might give 
rise to a passing Inflammation 
of the brain. 

Now Lhe current look Is re- 
vealing tfiat these braiiv Inflam- 
mations and other complications 
Involving the. central-, nervous 
system are more numerous than 
was supposed. 

It alse-ls showing that even 
the most diagnosllcally skilled of 
physicians <ian have trouble tell- 
ing its rash and other' symptoms

1062. An epidemic is Ideal for 
scientific study, both at the time 
it Is golpg on nnd ln retrospect.

missed the boat in diagnosing 
the disease In 20 per cent of 
studied cases. The Involvement 
of brain inflammation, encepha-- 
lltls, was statistically low yet 
much higher than had been sup- 
posed. All but one of 10 patients 
with this compllcotlon recovered 
completely but even In them, 
bruin wave patterns remained 
abnormal for long afterward. 

German measles remain a rel- 
atively harmless disease but this 
newer look emphasizes that It 
will bear a lot of watching and 
investigating.

The major dispute seems to re 
volve around the question of 
what constitutes parentage ln 
the case of a piece of machinery 
Mast persons familiar with 
the early history of the Jeep 
agree the original idea for the 
vehicle was largely, If nbt en- 
tirely, Payne's. 

Still there arc some who claim 
that Karl Probst really deserves 
the title of father of the Joep. 

Probst was head of an inde- 
pendent engineering firm in De- 
troit in 1940 when he was hived 
by UTe American Bantam Car 
company of Butler, Pa., to pre- 
pare a design within the speci- 
fications which had been sub- 



mitted to Bantam. 

In this capacity, Probst actu 
ally designed the parts of,, the 
fust Jeep so that It would fit 
togtther within" the specified 
limitations. 

The Idea for the Jeep— its In- 
ception, Its overall characteris- 
tics, its size, weight, carrying ca- 
pacity, power and other such 
factors— already had been spell- 
ed out for Probst. 

It was this phase of bringing 
the Jeep to Ufe^-lncludlng the 
first sketches, blueprints and so 
forth— that Is credited to Payne. 

Perhaps the best opportunity 
to legally establish the parent- 
age of the Jeep came ln 1843 
when the federal trade commls 
slon iFTC) Issued a complaint 
against Willys-Overland for 
claiming the robust little young- 
ster as its own. 

But, after five years of testi- 
mony and arguments, the FTC 
left the mottcr up in the air. 

"It Is evident from the facts 
herein set forth that "the Jeep 
w.is not the product of any one 
manufacturer, either alone or in 
cooperation with the Army," trie 
PTC said ln Its final decision 
in IMS. 

And that Is where the matter 
stands today. . j

Each Cm*lslmas for the past 
eight years\they have flooded' 
tho Stockton*,. Children's home, 
Stockton, Calif., housing about 60 
children from 7 to 10 years old, 
with toys, clothing,- sewing ma- 
chines, television sets, handmade 
furniture, paintings— and even a 
pony cart. 

Some of the convicts are called 
"adopted father" by the orphans. 

In a few cases, a Folsom con- 
vict Isn't an adopted father at 
all. He's the real father. 

"We've had seven or eight 
cases Ike that ■ over the years," 
said warden Robert Heinze, a 
thick-set man With greying hair 
who has been at the prison 20 
years. 

"There was a girl who didn't 
TthWtne father was here^-he 
said. "When we held a Christmas 
porty at the orphanage, I made 
It my business to get her Into 
some of the pictures we took so 
he' could see her.. Later they 
started to write." 

Heinze credits the annual party 
to the 20-man inmates advisory 
committee but said "all the in- 
mates take part 'in some way," 
many by contributing dimes and 
quarters. 

"The committee wanted a proj- 
ect," "he says.- "They 'chose the 
Stockton home because it is sup- 
ported mostly by local contribu- 
tions. Also It Is closer to the 
prison than a similar home near 
San plego." 

What kind of men are the con- 
vlcts who fill an orphan's stock- 
ing, and why do they do it? 
"Some of these men are pretty 
rugged characters," said Heinze. 
"They have been through the 
same thing themselves. They do 
It as a protective measure so the 
kids won't be in the samo spot 
they were." 

The convicts repair donated 
toys, save coupons and cancelled 
postage stamps — and even sell 
blood— to provide the gifts. Fifty- 
two convicts promised a pint of 
blood for this Christmas. 
--•But the biggest money-maker 
is the annual pre-Chrlstmas sale 
of convict art and hobbycraft ar- 
ticles. The sale, attended by sev- 
eral of the ophans, was over in 
a-hurry, as usual, and brought 
about $1,400 from visitors who 
stood "in linff at a ■ special hall 
outside the walls. 

A few weeks ago the warden'6 
desk was piled high with cata- 
logues listing possible gifts for 
the children, correspondence from 
tho orphanage, and stacks of pho- 
tographs and movie film of past 
Christmas parties. 

"People spend too much money 
on toys for kids," he said. "They 
need other things. Where else 
would a kid get a sweat shirt 
in an orphanage unless someone 
gives it to him?"

I Temperatures below freezing 
since the first frost have been 
sufficient to make nil evergreens 
dormant. They will remain dor- 
mant until about Feb. !5, a: 
which time root growth will ba- 
gin. Pruning of cedar-like 
plants, pines and spruce after 
root growth starts often will 
result in io.--s, of san arid will 
do damage, Genn said. 

Pruning of evergreens requires 
certain understanding- plus a 
little art.

Genu suggests that pruning 
of various evergreen shrubs and 
trees would be timely because 
the prunlngs can be used for 
Christmas decorations.
